Coins and medals 
are, for the most part, 'multiples' and there already exists among students a wide 
measure of agreement on methods of description and on technical vocabulary. Further, 
much scholarly interest in coinage lies in the various kinds of quantitative study 
to which computer programs can be readily applied. Accordingly, the organising 
committee of the Second International Conference on Automatic Processing of Art 
History Data and Documents (Pisa, September 1984) proposes that a special session 
of the conference be devoted to the problems of registering numismatic materials. 
The purpose of this session will be to examine the possibility of creating an inter- 
national data base for numismatics, which will serve as a pilot for similar systems 
in other fields of Art History and Archaeology. For further information on the Pisa 
conference, please write to Dott.ssa Laura Corti, Schuola Normale Superiore, Piazza 
dei Cavalieri 7, 56100 Pisa, Italy.

COIN HOARDS - TROUVAILLES MONÉTAIRES 


Sardis (Turkey). 


During the excavations, the Harvard University discovered in 1982 a late Roman 
bronze hoard. Because of time constraints in 1982, cleaning of the coins was post- 
poned until the 1983 season, and conservators Larry Majewski and Kent Severson 
(Institute of Fine Arts, New York University) have only just lifted the veil of 
surface corrosion - which here and there included textile pseudomorphs mineralized 
textiles , presumably spoor of the original wallet or money bag. The total 695 coins 
revealed are by and large a homely bunch, with all too many familiar faces (i.e., 
the 4th and 5th century A.D. issues of the time of Arcadius, Honorius, Theodosius II

зо common elsewhere at Sardis). If no beauties, however, they are remarkably well 
preserved, even, and notably, the little minimi that make up half the total. Hoards 
are uncommon enough in controlled excavations, and this one should shed light on 
conditions that led to the important coin reform of Anastasius I in 498, since none 
are later and many only slightly earlier than that event. - All these details from 
Barbara Burrell (University of Pennsylvania), who is preparing a definitive study 
of the hoard.

Additional information has been given to us by the Field Director of the Excava- 
tions, Prof. C.H. Greenewalt, Jr., University of California, Berkeley: 

'The coins were not recovered in a container (so do not constitute a hoard in some 
people's definition of the term); but they were recovered in a dense cluster (many 
stuck together; none recovered from seiving in the earth round about). The total 
number is 695, with four 'small batches of coin fragments' without edges; all bronze. 
Four Hellenistic and Roman Imperial coins and many coins of Anastasius give the 
collection a chronological range of ca. 600 years, or more. About half the coins 

are minimi (with a diameter of 0.10 m. or less); folles are absent.'

Numismatics in the Archaeological and Ethnographical Museum. 


The past six years brought an intensive activity of the Archaeological and Ethnogra- 
phical Museum. The permanent numismatic exhibition entitled 'History of the Мопеу", 
covering ca. 2000 coins and banknotes from their beginnings to the present days, was 
opened in May 1978; two guide booklets 'Dzieje pieniadza papierowego' (History of the 
Metal Money) and 'Dzieje pieniadza papierowego' (History of the Paper Money) by A. Mi- 
kolajczyk were printed already in 1977. Another, temporary exhibition was opened on 
the same day, displaying 'The numismatic treasures of Havana: money on Cuba in the 
16th-20th century' from the collection of the Numismatic Museum of the National Bank 
of Cuba in Havana. A suitable guide, written by Mrs. A. Amor, was published in Polish. 
Two years later, the Archaeological and Ethnographical Museum was invited to present 
at the Numismatic Museum in Havana the exhibition 'Monetary circulation in Poland 
from the 17th to early 19th century' (opened in June 1980) and the guide 'La circula- 
ción monetaria en Polonia desde el siglo XVII hasta principios den siglo XIX' by A. 
Mikolajczyk was published by the Cubans. 


In the meantime, the keeper of the Numismatic Department, mgr. A. Gupieniec, retired 
and the post was taken over by mgr. Pininski, formerly working in the coin cabinet 
of the National Museum in Szczecin. 


On account of the increasing necessity to establish an own numismatic journal devoted 
to the numismatic collection and other sources - omitted in actual Polish periodicals -, 
the museum started 'Prace i Materialy Muzeum Archeologicznego i Etnograficznego w 
Lodzi' as yearly journal. The first volume dated 1981 had to bide its time in press 

and under censorship after the martial law was introduced. The successive three volumes 
of the new journal are therefore delayed. 


Late in January 1982, the museum was allowed to reopen its exhibitions and the Numis- 
matic Department participated in a new exhibition showing 'The ethnographic and numis- 
matic acquisitions in 1981'. It revealed - to the satisfaction of numerous visitors - 
a very prosperous year 1981, the year of the 50th anniversary of the foundation of the 
museum. The next temporary exhibition 'The early medieval silver hoards in Poland' was 
presented first to the Czechoslovak public in the Moravian Museum in Brno (opened in 
October 1982) and in Кхкошег1? (opened in December 1982), and then to the Polish audi- 
ence in the Archaeological and Ethnographical Museum іп 1542 (opened in February 1983). 
The guides by A. Mikolajczyk were published in Czech (Brno 1982) and in Polish (1992 
1982). Finally, the exhibition showing 'The ethnographic and numismatic acquisitions 
in 1982 and 1983' as response to the public wish to have insight into the work of the 
state institution was opened by mgr J. Pininski in February 1984. 


A conference celebrating the golden jubilee of the Museum,organised on October 1st 1981, 
provided an opportunity for the numismatists to discuss actual questions; it revealed 
the need of special meetings of representatives of the numismatic museum departments. 
This was organised by the Museum in December 1981; colleagues representing eight Polish 
museums were present. A necessity for constant cooperation between the numismatic de- 
partments of the Polish museums was felt, based upon friendly collaboration and mutual 
help, and A. Mikolajczyk's proposal for an Inter-Museum Numismatic College was unani- 
mously accepted. The scope of this new body - created for the first time in the tra- 
ditionally decentralized museum system in Poland, is the promotion of numismatics in 
the Polish museums in educational and editorial policy. The foreground tasks are: 
common pressure towards better security for the collections, publication of the 
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collections on an all-Polish scale, improvement of the educational level of the 
staffs and flow of information amongst the coin-cabinets as well as outside. 


The successive meetings of the Inter-Museum Numismatic College were to be held in 
different museums: 


National Museum,Warsaw, March 1982 
District Museum, Lublin, June 1982 
Castle Museum, Malbork, September 1982 
National Museum, Cracow, December 1982 
District Museum, Bydgoszcz, March 1983 
National Museum, Poznan, September 1983 
Historical Museum ‚Gdaisk, December 1983 
Castle Museum, Warsaw, March 1984. 


With mgr E. Hanc-Maikowa in charge, the secretariat was located in the Numismatic 
Department, Lödz. Besides various projects undertaken by the participants (ca. 40 
museums), the Lodz Museum decided to publish а new journal, 'Sprawozdania Numiz- 
matyczne', containing annual short reports of the acquisitions of the numismatic de- 
partments and of other departments collecting coins and medals. Two volumes covering 
1981 and 1982 were printed in LódZ (editor A. Mikolajczyk). 


Since the Archaeological and Ethnographical Museum is the meeting place of the mem- 
bers of the Numismatic Section of the local division of the Polish Archaeological 

and Numismatic Society, a long series of lectures was produced during the last three 
years. Specialists from the whole country delivered 24 lectures on the most important 
problems of the Polish and Ancient numismatics. 


The traditional cooperation between the Numismatic Society and the Museum yielded 
temporary numismatic exhibitions, displaying private collections of members of the 
Society. Some recent exhibitions of this kind were entitled '60th Anniversary of 
Liberated Poland' (1978), 'Coins of the World' (1979), 'Polish Money of the 20th 
century' (1983). An exhibition is planned to celebrate the Day of the Constitution 
(May 3rd, 1791) under the title 'Patriotic Memorials of the past in medallic art'.

The Indian Institute of Research in Numismatic Studies, the establishment of which 
was announced in CIN Newsletter no. 5, was inaugurated on January 8, 1984, by Mr. 
Karl J. Khandalavala, a renowned scholar of Bombay, at Anjaneri in the district of 
Nasik (Maharashtra). Dr. D.W. MacDowall of the United Kingdom presided. 


The aim of this Institute is to build up an exhaustive Library of Numismatic litera- 
ture, particularly related to India and the countries with which it had been closely 
associated in the past through trade and culture. It will collect as far as possible 
all those books, articles and other literature relating to Indian numismatics which 
were published in the past at any time, at any place and in any language, either 
originally printed or photo-copy or microfilm. It will also collect the future 
publications on the subject. The Institute will also have books on history and 
allied subjects. The nucleus of this library is the personal library of Dr. P.L. 
Gupta; at present there are more than 2000 books and periodicals and about 500 
off-prints of articles. 


For the study of the coins, the Institute shall have an exhaustive archive of the 


photographs of Indian coins. Photographs of about 35.000 coins have already been 
obtained.
